The 
man in the street can only 
hope that, like the troubles 
in Iran four years ages in 
which, too, the Great Pow- 
ers were involved, these in 
Korea will remain confined 
to their own area in spite 
of the issues in the back- 
ground. 


However far away Korea 
is geographically, Israel has 
a moral to draw from the 
news.

Tunisian Independence Ferment

Rebel Boss 

The man expected to touch 
off the explosion was, by 
curious coincidence, also im 
Paris. He was Habib Bour- 
guiba, a sii, handsome man, 
established in a fashionable 
Parisian hotel, ready to make 
evident to any caller with his 
shaking wrath why M. Mons 
ted thought reform was so 
quickly necessary. Uniess the 
French placed. Tunis imme- 
diately on the road to inde- 
pendence, declared Habib 
Bourguiba, he was prepered 
to call his 3m. Tunisian coun- 
trymen from field and desert 
to sack and fire the colony in 
a “holy war” of liberty 

Silver -hairea, impeccably 
tailored, with enormous grey- 
blue eyes, Bourguiba is mas- 
ter of the same polished, yet 
fanatical, eloquence that dis 
tinguished another Moslem 
statesman. Mohammed Ali 
Jinnah of Pakistan..Like Jin- 
neh. Bourguiba is cne-man 
brains, spirit, and directorate 
wf the party he leads. Except 
that in Bourguiba's case, the 
party behind him the 
Destour — represents al fac- 
tims of Tunisian opposition 
to. the colonizing power, ex- 
cept the Communists Ac- 
cording to Bourguiba, its ac- 
tive membership is “several 
lundred thousands.” However

Theoretically, 
protectorate ruled by a native 
Bey. in whose name the 
French conduct affairs. Over 
the years, however. the French 
have reduced the Bey'’s power 
to those of petulent complaint. 
The French Resident-General 
of Tunis is now its premier; 
its cabinet consisis of ii 
Frenchmen and four Tu- 
nisians; the French appoint 
French police commissioners 
and policemen; they write the 
laws; they impose the taxes. 
The French have given Tunis 
hygiene, sanitation, roads, ir- 
rigation, law. But they have 
taken much; and Tunisians 
say that the 25,000 French 
officiais and civil servants 
new ruling them have out- 
lived their usefulness and 
thet it is time for them to 
get out 

The French war in  Indo- 
(hina has hed a deep effect 
im French North Africa It 
was not until Indo-China 
erupted in violence that the 
French proposed a half-way 
system of sovereignty to Bao 
Dai. To Tunis they have of- 
fered nothing yet. Uniess the 
French give Tunis at least as 
much as they have offered 
their Indo-China ward, says 
Habib Bourguiba, he will 
“blow the lid off" Africa 

“Every time a country re- 
sorts to violence.” he told 
this correspondent, ‘the Unit- 
ed States and the United Na- 
tions always support the co- 
lonials against the imperial 
powers. But they do not do 


this until security is in dan- 
ger, as in indonesia and Indo- 
China. If the French won't 
deal with us as the British 
dealt with India and Pakistan, 
then we can get help in other 
ways. — All we lack now is 
aims. The southern tribes say 
they are ready now. What 
arms the British left behind 
in Africa we can get from 
Egypt and Libya.” 

The Neo-Destour perty 
which Bourguiba heads is, for 
the moment, a pure-bred na- 
tionalist group “including, 4s 
so many early coloniai-nation 
alist parties do, all elements 
from iabour-unions to iand- 
lords. Bourguiba's trade-union 
groups compete with, and far 
outweigh in importance the 
Communist unions in Tunisia. 
Although flown for a visit to 
Rome and courted by the 
Axis when it occupied Tu- 
nisia during the war, Bour- 
guiba’s record seems to have 
been shrewdly pro-Allied. 

Libyan Powder Keg 

An almost inexorable dead- 
line is set to Tunisian unrest 
by the approaching indepen- 
dence of Lipva. former crown 
jewel of Italy's African Em- 
pire. Libya, neighbour to Tunis, 
has been promised its inde 
pendence on January 1, 1952 
by the U.N. But Libya's poli- 
tical and social preparation 
for independence is much in- 
ferior to that of Tunis. Free- 
dom for Libya is impossibr 
without either autonomy or 
explosion in Tunis. But if Tu- 
nis is given .semi-freedom, 
how, ask the French, can it 
be denied t6 the Moslems of 
Algeria and Morocco’ 

French opinion om the colo- 
nial question is nearly split be- 
tween those who insist that 
not an inch more be yielded 
tc any colonial group jest the 
French Colonial Union dis- 
solve, and those who say that 
uniess substantial autonomy 
is yielded quickly by peace 
ful negotiation, the situation 
will eventually erupt to Com- 
munist profit as in the savage

differences of opinion are dis- 
orders of the digestive organs. 
Generally the Beduin are 4 
healthy people. . Tuberculosis 
is rare among them and ve- 
nereal diseases are almost un- 
known.
